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Letter Given 
To Moscow 
Asks Release 


Of Detainees 


Prime Minister Hatoyama’s 
special message to Soviet Pre- 
mier Marshal Nikolai Bulganin, 
delivered in Moscow Wednesday, 
emphasized Japan’s request for 
the repatriation of all Japanese 
detainees in the Soviet Union 
before the end of the year. 

The full contents of Hato- 
yama’s letter to Bulganin were 
published by the Foreign Office 
Thursday morning. 

The letter officially informed 
Bulganin that the Japan-Soviet 
Joint Declaration and related 
agreements ending the ll-year 
technical state of war were ap- 
proved by Japan’s Lower House 
Tuesday and are expected to be 
passed by the Upper House on 
or around Dec. 5. 

The Japanese Government is 
ready to ratify the pacts the 
moment they are completely 
approved by the Diet and the 
exchange of instruments of 
their ratification between Tokyo 
and Moscow will become possi- 
ble any time thereafter, it said. 

The letter asked that “no 
time be lost” in the repatriation 
of Japanese prisoners that 
should immediately follow the 
exchange of ratifications, as ear- 
lier agreed upon between the 
two nations at Moscow. 

Akira Shigemitsu, first secre- 
tary of the Japanese Embassy in 
London who is now in the So- 
viet capital, cabled the Foreign 
Office Thursday: reporting that 
the letter had been delivered to 
the Soviet Foreign Ministry. He 
said there was no immediate 
Russian comment on it. 


Promises Swift Ratification 

Radio Moscow predicted Wed- 
nesday the Japan-Soviet Joint 
Declaration would be speedily 
ratified by the Soviet Union just 
as it was approved swiftly by 
the Lower House of Japan. 

In a special broadcast: beam- 
ed to Japan, the Soviet radio 
noted that the Yoshida faction 
members had absented them- 
selves when voting was taken 
on the declaration and three al- 
lied documents, 

It said the minority group 
would probably continue to 
alienate Japan from the Soviet 
Union but predicted they could 
not possibly alter the whole pic- 
ture of relatfons between the 
two countries, 


Japan Body Urges 
U.N. to Settle Rifts 


A resolution urging the Uni- 
ted Nations to enhance its pres- 
tige by helping settle the cur- 
rent international disputes was 
adopted at the 18th meeting of 
the United Nations Association 
of Japan held in Tokyo Thurs- 
day. 

The resolution will be sent 
to U.N. Secretary-General Dag 
Hammarskjold and Robert 
Smith, Acting Secretary-General 
of the World Federation of 
United Nations Associations. 

In this note, the Japan U.N. 
Association gave “wholehearted 
support” to the’hetions taken so 


regard to the recent Middle 
East and East European crises. 
It warned, however, that if 
these measures fail to win the 
support of the countries con- 
cerned and other U.N. member 
countries, the U.N. would lose 
the trust of the nations of the 
world, 

The U.N. Association meeting, 
held at the Kokusai Kanko 
Hotel in Marunouchi, was at- 
tended by its president, Naotake 
Sato; Ken Harada, former Am- 
bassador to Rome: former Edu- 
cation Minister Tamon Maeda, 
and 27 members of the council 
of the Japan U.N. Association.

Prime Minister Hatoyama

The Prime Minister made the 
statement in reply to a question 
by Shigeyoshi Kajiwara (Ryoku- 
fukai) as the committee cOn- 
tinued study of the Japan-So- 
viet peace agreements, 

Foreign Minister Shigemitsu 
added: “‘We maintained during 
the Moscow peace talks that 
the Sino-Soviet treaty offers a 
hindrance to the normalization 
of relations between Japan and 
the Soviet Union. The Soviets 
denied this, however, There- 
fore, we decided to proceed 
with the talks.” 

Hatoyama added, “If there are 
any doubts about ‘continued 
negotiations on Etorofu and Ku- 
nashiri islands, the Govern- 
ment will be willing to make a 
statement in some way or other 
to dispel them.” : 


Hatoyama continued, “A 
peace treaty with the Soviet 
Union may be concluded at any 
time if public opinion demands 
return of only the Habomai and 
Shikotan islands. However, as 
public opinion demands the re- 
turn of aiso Etorofu and Kuna- 
shiri islands, no settlement is 
possible without a change in the 
international situation.” 

Shigemitsu said it was “pos- 
sible ‘or Japan to negotiate 
with the Soviet Union on the 
territo.y Japan had renounced 
in the San Francisco Peace 
Treaty. 

While Japan announced re- 
nunciation of a specified terri- 
tory in the treaty, the Foreign 
Minister said, “we did not re- 
nounce the right to negotiate” 
with the Soviet Union on such 
territory.

If the 18 men of the former 
Yoshida faction led by Hayato 
Ikeda had voted against the 
Japan-Soviet Joint Declaration, 
the presidential issue might have 
developed along considerably 
different lines, 


The secession or expulsion of 
the Ikeda bloc from the party 
on account of their dissenting 
vote would have had the effect 
of strengthening the Kono-Kishi 
line to a great degree, and Ki- 
shi’s attainment of the presi- 
dency would have become a far 
easier matter. 


Accordingly, the persons who 
most earnestly sought to check 
this dissenting vote of the Ikeda 
group were Kenzo Matsumura 
and Takeo Miki of the former 
Progressive Party.

The Justice Ministry said 
Thursday about one rine 
convicts in the nation will 
benefit from an amnesty 
measure that is planned to 
commemorate Japan’s expected 
admission to the U.N. 


Officials of the Ministry said 
that if an amnesty is granted, 
it would be divided into three 
decrees of grand pardon, com- 
mutation of sentence and re- 
habilitation measures. 


No grand pardon will be ap- 
plied in the case of murder and 
manslaughter as resulting from 
such crimes as armed robbery. 


According to Kyodo, political 
and economic offenders will 
form the bulk of beneficiaries 
‘under that decree, 


Under tie decree of reduced 
sentences, those sentenced to 
death for :aurder will become 
life-termers and those serving 
life sentences will be given 
terms of 15 years or less. 

Prisoners convicted of minor 
crimes such as theft will have 
their terms cut to one-fourth 
of the original sentence and 
those who have served more 
than one-half of their original 
terms will have their sentences 
reduced to half. 

Rehabilitation will apply to 
those whose exercise of civil 
rights were denied or suspend- 
ed on the charges of violating 
the Public Election Law. 

Chief Cabinet Secretary Ryu- 
taro Nemoto told the press 
Thursday that the Government 
was studying an amnesty plan. 
He said the Government 
would begin formulating con- 
crete measures for enforcement 
of the amnesty after Japan’s

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Burma Looks at Hungary 


The one outstanding fact about the United Nations— 
which we are apt to overlook because it is so simple and 
obvious—is that its existence has served to make the na- 
tions of the world more concerned about one another's 
fate. Ourrent history is no longer divided into regions. 


Nations whose horizons used 


to extend only to their im- 


mediate neighbors are now conscious that events in any 
part of the globe might have serious implications for them. 

A good example of this, of course, is the affair of Hun- 
gary. it may have been out of sheer humanity that most 
of the world rose in sympathy for the oppressed Hungarians 


and condemnation for the Soviet imperialists. 


But many 


enlightened nations could also see in the events in Hungary 
a threat to their own self-interests. 


Such a nation was Burma. 


The General Assembly has voted two resolutions intend- 
éd to restrain any further Communist depredations in bat- 
tered Hungary. The first, introduced by Cuba, urged the 
Soviet and Hungarian authorities to take immediate steps 
to cease the deportation of Hungarians and to return those 
who have been deported to their homes. 

India, Ceylon and Indonesia offered the second resolu- 
tion, which was much milder in tone. It specifically urged 
the Budapest regime to accede to Secretary-General Ham- 


marskjoid’s request that U.N, 


observers be admitted “with- 


out prejudice to its sovereignty.” This was a compromise 
proposal by the three Asian nations, who refused to endorse 


the Cuban resolution because 


they felt its strong criticism 


of the Soviet Union would exacerbate rather than alleviate 


the problem. 


This neutralist reasoning was rejected by Burma in an 
unexpected departure from that nation’s traditional policy 
of close concert with the other three. Burma’s delegate, 
Mr. Pe Kin, said that in the Soviet’s refusal to heed U.N. 
appeals on Hungary, “I do not see how the conscience of 
the world can fail to vote and to disapprove of Soviet inter- 
ference in the internal life of Hungary—an interference 
which has already cost many thousands of lives and is now 


depriving other thousands of 


their own countryside.” 


While Burma’s move was unexpected, it was not sur- 
prising. For apart from the natural sympathy for Hun- 
gary’s victims and the revulsion evoked by Communist 
brutality, Burma must also feel that she has a very per- 


sonal and profound stake in 


the outcome of this matter. 


Unlike her Asian allies, Burma has felt the determined 
steel of Communist expansionist desires in her own country. 


In Burma’s national elections last spring, the embassies 
of Soviet Russia and Red China carried out such blatant 
attempts to overthrow the ruling government party that 
the then Prime Minister, U Nu, resigned from his post 
because of the failure of his neutralist policies. 

Writing under the pseudonym “Mr. Burma,” U Nu 
charged that those policies had failed because the Commu- 
nists had refused to adhere to the five principles of peace. 
“The two embassies,” he wrote, “would invite elements 


hostile’ to the government to 


visit Russia or China... 


(but) the last straw which broke U Nu’s back was the 
reported financial help. rendered lavishly in Rangoon ito 
many opposition candidates in the recent elections.” 


The Burmese Government’s problems were compeunded 
when Red Chinese troops invaded Burmese territory last 


Sutnmer. 


Repeated protests were unavailing, and earlier 


this month U Nu himself went to Peiping as an unofficial 
emmissary to effect some sort of compromise. The results 
must have deepened U Nu’s bitterness, in view of his past 
defense of Red China’s integrity in international affairs. 
For in return for the withdrawal of troops from one part 
of Burma, Red China received permanent possession of a 
far more strategic sector, providing the Communist country 
with a road into rebellious Tibet and two routes aimed 
directly at India’s northernmost province of Assam. 

If this, then, is the measure of Communist China’s 
reasonableness and deference for the claim of an old ally, 
Burma’s future would appear bleak indeed. As a neutralist, 
. Burma has refused all ties with any military alliance, reiy- 


ing fer her security on the 


good faith of her powerful 


neighbor and—more important—on the tangible effects of 
world public opinion to restrict aggression. 


If it is demonstrated that world public opinion, as 
represented by the United Nations, is impotent against a 
determined and powerful aggressor, then there is little 
hope that small nations in the shadow of the Communist 
powers can long maintain their independence. 

Small wonder then that Burma has taken the position 
she has in defense of Hungary.

Asahi Shimbun asked the So- 
viet Union to agree to Prime 
Minister Hatoyama’s request in 
a letter to Premier Bulganin 
for repatriation of Japanese 
detainees as quickly as _ pos- 
sible. The paper regretted, 
however, that the Soviet au- 
thorities apparently stand pat 
on their initial policy of releas- 
ing Japanese detainees only 
- after amnesty procedures fol- 
lowing exchange of instruments 
of ratification of the Russo- 
Japanese Joint Declaration and 
related documents. The paper 
recalled that it has often re- 
minded the Russians that the re- 
lease issue is a “matter of hu- 
manity.” The Russians, how- 
ever, the paper said, are treat- 
ing the issue merely as a legal 
question, 


Mainichi Shimbun described 
as “extremely rash” the state- 
ment made by Foreign Minister 
Shigemitsu on the territorial 
issue before the Upper House 
Foreign Affairs Committee Wed- 
nesday. The paper said it can- 
not understand why he stated 
that Japan should allow the 
Russians to possess South Sak- 
halin and the North Kuriles, 
His statement, the paper feared, 
may make the coming Russo- 
Japanese territorial talks more 
dificult for Japan. This country 
cannot take unilateral action on 
the territorial issue by disre- 
garding the opinion of the sign- 
atory countries of the San 
Francisco Peace Treaty. 


Yomiuri Shimbun commented 
on the Fire Prevention Week 
now being observed here from 
Nov. 26. It regretted that fires 
throughout the country this 
year are expected to register an

In these days those whose 
business it is to explain and to 
comment on the news are hav- 
ing it impressed upon them, if 
they did not Know it before, 
how big is the difference be- 
tween making declarations and 
working out a policy. For a 
great power like the United 
States it is always a question, 
to be weighed with great care 
in each specific case, how far 
it should go in making declara- 
tions which express sentiments 
but are not to be followed by 
actions that correspond to the 


sentiments.

There are two schools of 
thought on this question, The 
one holds that a declaration Dy 
the United States has great in- 
fluence on world opinion, and 
that world opinion has a great 
influence on the actions of gov- 


ernments. The other school, — 


while not den; ing that this is 


- true, is a believer in verbal aus- 


terity. It holds that the declara- 
tions lose their value, like print- 
ing press money, if they are 
made too often and too easily 
and with too much resounding 
rhetoric. This school adheres 
to the Theodore Roosevelt 
maxim that it is best to speak 
softly and to carry a big stick. 


Commentators are likely to be 
impressed also these days with 
the stubborn and varied diffi- 
culty of things, and to feel a bit 
shy about calling upon the Gov- 
ernment to step forward with 
new bold imaginative policies. I 
say this as one who has long 
felt that what the Eisenhower 
Administration has been calling 
peace was an excessively com- 
placent reliance upon truces 
which avoided fighting but set- 
tled nothing.

In the Middle East we are liv- 
ing now amidst the ruins of that 
policy.

WASHINGTON—Acting __ Sec- 
retary of State Herbert Hoover, 
Jr., confessed behind closed 
doors the other day that the 
State Department has no long- 
range plans for dealing with 
the Middle East crisis. 


Summoned before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee to 
explain the State Department’s 
Middle East policies, Hoover 
gave the Senators what they 
considered a superficial briet- 
ing. They complained after- 
ward that he told them nothing 
they had not already read in 
the newspapers. 


At one point, Arkansas’ scho- 
larly, caustic Sen. Bill Fal- 
bright demanded to know what 
long-range plans the State De- 


partment had for settling the 


Middle East problem, 

“At this stage,” replied Hoo- 
ver, “all we are doing is urging 
the United Nations to exercise 
full jurisdiction. We believe it 
would be a mistake for us to 
take unilateral action.” 

“Suppose things do not devel- 
op through the United Na- 
tions,” pressed Fulbright. “What 
plans do you have then?” 

“That is all in the realm of 
conjecture,” replied Hoover. 
“We have already arranged a 
ceasefire and a United Nations 
patrol. We are satisfied that 
we can work out a solution 
through United Nations pro 
cedures.” 

The Senators present happen 
to be strong supporters of the 
U.N. However, what worried 
them is the fact that Russia 
can veto any U.N. action in the 
while the

- Assembly. They felt the United 


States must have a long-range 
plan to bring about Arab-Israeli- 
Western peace. 

Note—The President has now 
decided to take a firm stand 
against Russian “volunteers” to 
Egypt and the Arab states.

Fats for Russia 
It has been kept out of the 


newspapers, but House investi--

tee indicates a rather wide- 
spread belief that (our export 
policy is being violated by 
transshipment of agricultural 
commodities to Russia.” 

When nothing was done to 
stop the illegal flow, Fountain 
wrote again on June 12, 1956: 
“The subcommittee has obtain- 


' ed what appears to be conclu- 
sive evidence of the illegal 


transshipment of sizable quan- 
tities of surplus commodities 
which occurred after my letter 
of Feb. 28 warning of the 
danger. ... 

“I have seen little evidence,” 
he added, “of any real attempt 
on the part of the responsible 
agencies to enforce the estab- 
lished policy of the United 
States as it relates to surplus 
agricultural commodities.” 

Fountain also complathed 
that Government agencies had 
refused to cooperate with his 
investigators. 

“Some information specifical- 
ly requested by the subcommit- 
tee has been refused,” he wrote. 
“In other cases, agencies have 
given misleading replies to 
questions regarding data they 
Eossessed or could obtain ,, . | 
urge that you take prompt ac- 
tion to insure that the establish.

This was obviously a 
phony deal, It was not only 90 
per cent of this country’s total 
linseed-oil exports, but it was 
enough to supply each Dutch 
man, woman and child with 
enough oil to last eight years if 
consumed at the same rate as 
Americans. 

House sleuths then discover- 
ed a Paris company, the In- 
teroceanic Commodity Corp., 
bought over half the linseed oil 
supposedly shipped to the 
Netherlands, This French com- 
pany did not submit a bid, but 
negotiated with the Agriculture 
Department to buy the oil for 
an average price slightly under 
seven cents per pound—approx- 
imately one-fourth what it cost 
the taxpayers. 


Much of this oil reportedly 
has leaked through the Iron 
Curtain where it is vitally need- 
ed. There is no proof that In- 
teroceanic Commodity Corp., it- 
self, transshipped the oil. But 
some European dealers obvious- 
ly made a killing at the expense 
of the American taxpayers and 
in violation of our export laws. 

Meanwhile the Agriculture 
Department has done nothing 
to stop the illegal shipments, 
except formal warning to pur- 
chasers not to transship behind 
the Iron Curtain,

WASHINGTON—At the end 
of last week, when it seemed 
as if the Soviet occupation 
forces in Hungary could do 
nothing to make their record 
blacker, they managed to do 
just that by spiriting away 
former Hungarian Premier Imre 


Nagy and several of his as- 
sociates, ‘ 


They were last seen Thurs- 
day under heavy Soviet guard. 
Since then, the whole group— 
nearly 50 persons—has myster- 
lously disappeared and _ their 
whereabouts remain unknown. 


In might be argued that the 
fate of one man or a_ small 
group of people is not as im- 
portant as the fate of those tens 
of thousands who are so des- 
perately suffering in the great 
upheaval that is taking place in 
Hungary, 

But the case of Imre Nagy is 
as significant as anything else 
for what it reveals of Soviet 
ruthlessness and the Kremlin’s 
contempt for the Janos Kadar 
regime in ungary,. 

The Nagy case begins on the 
morning of Nov. 4. At that time 
Nagy and 47 other men, women 


and children took refuge in the 
Yugoslav Embassy in Budapest. 
That was the morning when, 
after days of “negotiating” with 
the Nagy regime on withdrawing 
their troops from Hungary, the 
Soviets unleashed thousands of 
tanks in an effort to crush the 
Hungarian freedom revolt, 


On Nov. 21, according to, an 
official Yugoslav announcement, 
the Hungarian puppet regime of 
Kadar came to an agreement 
with Belgrade on the refugees 
in the Yugoslav Embassy. Ka- 
dar promised not to “take any 
measures” against Nagy or the 
others who had sought the pro- 
tection of the Yugoslavs, Hav- 
ing received this guarantee, 
Nagy and his group left their 
refuge on the evening of Nov. 
22—and were promptly arrested 
by Soviet troops, 


Since then, the Kadar regime 
and the Soviet occupation forces 
both have said that Nagy and 
his party had gone, of their own 
accord, to Rumania. Yet this 
explanation is finding little cre- 
dence, for the Rumanian Gov- 
ernment at the same time admit- 
ted knowing nothing of the 
group. 

There is, at this moment, no 
evidence that the Kadar regime 
knew, at the time of issui@g the 
safe conduct guarantee for 
Nagy, that the Soviets would not 
honor it. 


On the other hand, the So- 
viets themselves evidently knew 
of the Hungarian promise that 
Nagy would not be harmed. 
The Soviet arrest of the group 
thus shows the Kremlin’s con- 
tempt for the regime that it it- 
self has brought to power; con- 
versely, it shows the impotence 
of the Kadar regime. 


Beyond this, the Nagy case 
has become the subject of a new 
dispute between Moscow and 
Belgrade, as the Yugoslav note 
to the Soviets, protesting their 
treatment of Nagy, indicates. 

The Yugoslavs also protested 
in Budapest, using unusually 
sharp language. If the Hun- 
garian Government does not 
carry out the agreement to in- 
sure Nagy’s safety, the Yugo- 
slavs said, Yugoslavia would 
“consider it not only a flagrant 
violation of the existing friend- 
ly relations between two coun- 
tries, but also of generally rec- 
ognized norms of international 
law.” 


It was only after this Yugo- 
slav protest that the Hungarians 
announced Nagy’s “voluntary” 
departure for Rumania. 


The Nagy case, of course, is 
not closed, and will not be until 
Nagy’s fate becomes known. 
But the meaning of what has 
already happened is evident. 
The men of the Kremlin’s “col- 
lective” dictatorship have dem- 
onstrated that they disregard 
“generally recognized norms of 
international law” as callously 
as when they were taking or- 
ders from the late J, V. Stalin.
